VAN WAGONER WANTS 
HIGHWAY REVENUE 
KEPT SEPARATE

Lansing, Dec. 27 (/P)—Murray 
Ú. Van Wagoner, state highway 
commissioner, served notice on 
the state treasury today that he 
would not permit further use of 
highway funds to keep the state’s 
general fund solvent. 


Auditor G e n e r a l Vernon J. 
Brown took Issue with the com­ 
missioner, declaring that to grant 
his request for a separate fund for 
highway monies would be *'to put 
Michigan into bankruptcy.” 


Van Wagoner addressed a letter 
to State Treasurer Miller Dunckel 
Insisting that highway revenues 
from the gasoline and weight 
taxes be placed In a separate ac­ 
count, where none but the high­ 
way department could draw on it. 


Money Now Pooled 
Such revenues now are pooled 
with other state Income, and the 
total cash on hand sometimes 
drops to as low a point as $300,- 
000, although Van Wagoner’s de­ 
partment is credited with a bal- 
nuce of several million dollars. As 
other revenues become available 
niter periodic tax collection peri­ 
ods, amounts borrowed from the 
road fund are returned. 


Pointing to the highway depart­ 
ment’s successful campaign for a 
constitutional amendment which 
declares 
weight 
and 
gas 
tax 
iiionles “shall not be diverted or 
appropriated" 
for any purpose 
other than road work, Van Wag­ 
oner 
declared 
in a letter 
to 
Dunckel: 


“It is our belief that under this

Mar B« B l«* 
Dunckel left the city, leaving 
behind h im ! a statement to the 
press that **1 toel that it If my 
duty as state treasurer to comply 
with the commissioner’s reqaeet 
to segregate this fond." He add­ 
ed, however, that he first would 
ask 
Attorney 
General Thomas 
Read for an interpretation. 


Read, declaring he would have 
been more pleased If Dunckel had 
Qrst talked with 
liim, 
said 
he 
would “take plenty of time’* to 
itudy the constitutional amend­ 
ment Van Wagoner proposes to 
invoke, and that his Interpretation 
would 
bo 
written 
“with 
the 
thought In mind that the govern-

of 
the state of Michigan 
must continue to function." 


The political reaction to Van 
Wagoner’s letter was quick. Many 
Informed quarters said they felt 
Van Wagoner was 
bluffing and 
was making only a

ball” with him. He has com 
plained recently that highway de­ 
partment affairs have been consld-

London, Dec. 27 (A*)— British 
coastal aircraft m'ere reported to­ 
night by the air ministry to Jiavo

Subsequent earthquakes on Sep­ 
tember 29, 1939, near Smyrna on 
the west coast, and on November 
23, 1939, In Anatolia killed 200 
and 50 persons, respectively.

VANWAGONER WANTS 
HIGHWAY REVENUE 
KEPT SEPARATE

Lansing, Dec. 27 (ZP)—Murray 
D. Van Wagoner, state highway 
commissioner, served notice on 
the state treasury today that he 
would not permit further use of 
highway fuuds to keep the state’s 
general fund solvent. 
Auditor G e n e r a l Vernon J. 
Brown took issue with the com­ 
missioner, declaring that to grant 
his request for a separate fund for 
highway monies would be “to put 
Michigan into bankruptcy.” 
Van Wagoner addressed a letter 
to State Treasurer Miller Dunckel 
insisting that highway revenues 
from the gasoline and weight 
taxes be placed in a separate ac­ 
count, where none but the high­ 
way department could draw on it. 
Money Now Pooled 
Such revenues now are pooled 
with other state income, and the 
total cash on hand sometimes 
drops to as low a point as $300,- 
000, although Van Wagoner’s de­ 
partment is credited with a bal­ 
ance of several million dollars. As 
other revenues become available 
alter periodic tax collection peri­ 
ods, amounts borrowed from the 
road fund are returned. 
Pointing to the highway depart­ 
ment’s successful campaign for a 
constitutional amendment which 
declares 
weight 
and 
gas 
tax 
monies “shall not be diverted or 
appropriated” for any purpose 
other than road work, Van Wag­ 
oner declared in a letter 
to 
Dunckel: 
“It is our belief that under this 
provision even temporary diver­ 
sion of highway monies to meet 
general obligations of the state of 
Michigan^ is unconstitutional, and 
iertalnly ti ie Clearly contrary to 
the spirit of the. amendment.** 
May Be muff 
Dunckel left the city, leaving 
behind him a statement to the 
press that “I feel that it ie my 
duty as state treasurer to comply 
with the commissioner’s request 
to segregate this fund.” He add­ 
ed, however, that he first would 
ask 
Attorney 
General Thomas 
Head for an interpretation. 
Read, declaring he would have 
been more pleased if Dunckel had 
first talked with 
aim, 
said 
he 
would “take plenty of time” to 
study the constitutional amend­ 
ment Van Wagoner proposes to 
invoke, and that his interpretation 
would 
be 
written 
“with 
the 
thought in mind that the govern- 
iuenf of the state of Michigan 
must continue to function.” 
The political reaction to Van 
Wagoner’s letter was quick. Many 
informed quarters said thsy felt 
Van Wagoner was 
bluffing and 
was making only a gesture to 
compel his fellow members of the 
state administrative board, all of 
whom are Republicans, to “play 
ball” with him. He has com­ 
plained recently that highway de­ 
partment affairs have been consid­ 
ered from a political view, because 
he may be the Democratic party’s 
candidate tor governor. 
Old Deficit Blamed 
Another school of thought per­ 
sisted that Van Wagoner, 
by 
pressing the fight, would only in­ 
vite a campaign for a special elec­ 
tion to repeal the constitutional 
amendment, and that a campaign 
in which the issue was “welfare 
or good roads” might find the

Tractor Survey 
Shows Fuel Use 


■ Tractors in Michigan in average 
usage are consuming l.;’> gallons 
of fuel an hour up to 1.7 gallons, 
depending on size. 


The range of fuel consumption 
appeared in a recent sorting 
of 
tractor cost figures obtained by 
the farm management department 
at Michigan State College. Study 
of tho figures, 
the 
department 
says, should offer other 
tractor 
operators a gauge on the efficien­ 
cy of their own machines. 


A one-plow machine averages 
1.3 gallons. 
Larger tractors in 
the tw'oplow' and tho 
three-plow 
classification showed an average 
fuel consumption of 1.7 gallons 
an hour for both sizes. 


The major portion of the fuel 
for the smaller outfits is gasoline, 
says F. M. Atchley, who made the 
compilation through records kept 
by scores of farmer 
cooperators. 
These men kept* tractor cost rec­ 
ords and permitted the 
college 
staff to put them together to find 
an average. 


Seventy-seven per cent of the 
fuel for the 
one-plow 
machines 
was gasoline: for two-plow 
ma­ 
chines 54 per cent was gasoline. 
Distillate was the most common 
fuel used in the three-plow trac­ 
tors. 
Two per cent of the fuel 
used in the 
two-plow 
machines 
was kerosene, but this fuel was 
not burned in other sized outfits. 


Other factors considered in the 
survey Included total number of 
hours used, whether

drawbar or pulley and how much 
was custom service.

' Tractors in Michigan in average 
usage are consum ing 1.3 gallons 
of fuel an hour up to 1.7 gallons, 
depending on size. 
The range of fuel consumption 
appeared in a recent sorting 
of 
tractor cost figures obtained by 
the farm m anagem ent departm ent 
at Michigan State College. 
Study 
of the figures, 
the 
departm ent 
says, should offer other 
tractor 
operators a gauge on the efficien­ 
cy of their own machines. 
A one-plow m achine averages 
1.3 gallons. 
L arg er tractors in 
the twoplow and the 
three-plow 
classification showed an average 
fuel consumption of 1.7 gallons 
an hour for both sizes. 
The m ajor portion o f the fuel 
for the sm aller outfits is gasoline, 
says F. M. Atchley, who m ade the 
compilation through records kept 
by scores of farm er 
cooperators. 
These men kept- tractor cost rec­ 
ords and permitted the 
college 
sta ff to put them together to find 
an average. 
Seventy-seven per cent of the 
fuel for the 
one-plow 
machines 
was gasoline; tor two-plow

BUSINESS men have a habit, at the end 
^ of each year, of taking inventory 
of 
Ihclr prospects for the new year as well 
as of their tangible goods on hnnd. Inso­ 
far as it Is possible, they lilie 
to 
know 
vhat to expect. 


Looking at statistics, politics and 
tho 
var, all in ono broad squint, business men 
are reasonably confident lhat 
the 
year 
ahead will bo a happy one. They arc par­ 
ticularly reassured by the general stato of 
affairs at the year’s end. 


According lo the Alexander 
Hamilton 
Iniitiliito, 2,000,000 persons 
have 
found 
employment during the past 
year. 
Al­ 
though the ranks of the unemployed were 
not reduced in the same degree because of 
the addition of new employables, the num­ 
ber of jobless dropped about 1,500,000 in 
a year. In October, according lo the 
In­ 
stitute. there were 9,827,000 unemployed 
—a figure which agrees pretty well wUh 
other recent estimates. 


Simili^r optimism toward 1940 is 
re­ 
flected in a set of concise predictions made 
by the National Association of Credit Men, 
spokesman for large numbers of manufac­ 
turers. bankers and wholesalers. 
CJener- 
ally. tho credit association 
sees 
enough 
favorable factors on tho borixon to offset 
any unfavorable elements 
which 
1940 
may prodijco. It believes 
tho 
campaign 
will bo too short lo have any major 
ef­ 
fect on business; and it Is convinced that 
the efforts of both principal parties will 
make the possibility of participation In the 
European wars even dimmer. 


In a broad way, the credit men sweep 
the entire realm of American Institutions 
to come up with these specific forecasts: 


Agriculture: Income should increase at 
least 10 per cent— despite 
present 
sur­ 
pluses. War activity may increase it even 
more. 
Generally, tho farmer may oxpect 
a better year in 1940. 


Industi^*: Even tho normal seaaonal lull 
in January may not be as acute as usual. 
Tho automobile industry, in 
particular, 
will have a sprint in 1940. While 
there 
may be a slight drop in steel early in tho 
year, it will not be serious. Railroads and 
building industries are standing up not­ 
ably and may be expected to continue to 
do i»o. 


I^altor: There will be hinher 
payrolls 
generally. In some cases, workers will re­ 
ceive pay increases; in 
others, 
payroll 
gains will be reflettod in more jobs 
for 
persons currently unemployed. Tho credit 
men also believe new efforts to consolidate 
the C, I. O. and the A. F. of L. 
will 
be 
made during the ensuing year— but they 
ilo not think any of the efforts will 
be 
successful. 


.Seciiritiei!»: It is expected that securities 
will generally roach a healthy 
condition 
because of their present lag behind earn­ 
ings. Only the 194 0 campaign can serious­ 
ly interiero with consistent advances. 


t riHlii: There will be an abundance of 
iredii during the year, with 
abnormally 
low rates. The tendency will be to make 
use of the credit poBsibilltles and to re­ 
vitalize business generally 


All of the predictions offer America 
a 
nice way of ending the year 19:?9. For the 
most part, business men are realislic; and, 
if the picture is dark, they will not mls- 
lorecast it. They are hopeful as they enter 
another decade, that ihe graphs will look 
better in 3 940. It is u kind of confidence 
that spreads quickly.

stability of soil, water tables, beneficlent 
crop conditions and general security that 
only a fair stand of trees can yield. 


“But we continue to wonder 
whether 
tho part of government shouldn’t 
be 
to 
prevent future destruction rather than to 
enter 
upon 
a 
widespread 
destoration 
scheme that includes private lands in many 
small parcels. After all, with seedling trees 
available at minimum costs— or no cost, 
under circumstances— American landown­ 
ers largely can restore their 
own 
wood 
lots. 


"But that trees are clothed with a pub­ 
lic interest, tbat they may not bo ruthless­ 
ly destroyed, that they are vital to the nat­ 
ional prosperity and therefore must 
be 
guarded by tho national agencies—seems 
a reasonable approach, based on necessity 
and the traditional conception of the pro­ 
per scope of government.” 


The Fulmer Bill 


WHHN congress convenes for the 
19 40 
session, more will be heard about the 
J'ulnier bill, the Milwaukee Journal pre­ 
dicts in a recent editorial. 


Citizens of Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan, who attended the forestry hear­ 
ing held recently in Madison by a joint 
congressional comnilttee, heard consider­ 
able about this legislative measure, which 
is certain to be given 
con.sideratlon 
In 
Washington at the next session. 


While decrying the despoliation of the 
timber resources of the country 
in 
the 
past, the Milwaukee Journal is still 
dis­ 
posed 10 doubt the advisability of correct­ 
ing these evils by the sp<'nding 
of 
vast 
suras of public money, 
which 
it 
fears 
would only make many people more 
de­ 
pendent upon a paternalistic government. 


“Apparently the Fulmer proposal is to 
restore farm wood lots and 
other 
small 
forests in every state,” the Journal eom- 
ineniK, “Planting would be undertaken at 
federal expense and by federal foresters. 
Supervision over the wood lots, by 
the 
name federal agencies, would follow, 


“In short, the bill would set up a pater­ 
nalistic system of farm 
forestry, 
with 
Uocle Sam largely paying Ihe bills, direct­ 
ing the work, and perhaps ending up with 
a good deal of reforestation accomplished, 
though at considerable public cost. 


“Reforestation ought to be aceomplish- 
(Bd. Beyond that, it may b« that the Amer* 
lean people need aowe form# of paternal- 
ism by government. Left to their own de­ 
vices they went abroad with axes. They 
alashed away at the foretis until their in­ 
itiative bad produced an immense output

Now, with the 10119 Christmas tree har­ 
vest disposed of. we suggest that tho fed­ 
eral forest service, in 
conjunction 
with 
the conservation departments of the lakes 
stales, try to analyi’e that harvest. 


For several weeks before Christmas 
a 
parade of trucks moved over tho roads on 
their way to the Milwaukee, Chicago and 
other markets. They carried thousands of 
young spruces and balsams. 


Foresters long have said 
that 
this 
Christmas tree harvest has no adverse ef­ 
fects on the forests. The woodlands easily 
can produce all the trees that the nation 
needs for Christmas purposes. 


They can —provided good forestry prac­ 
tices prevail, cutting Is selective, 
discre­ 
tion la used, or regulation exercised. But 
foresters cannot sustain a contention that 
reckless slashing of 
spruce 
or 
balsam 
stands won't destroy them; that heedless 
entry, by Christmas tree harvesters, upon 
restricted areas where small conifers grow 
won't denude those areas. 


Those who have 
been 
watching 
the 
movement of Christinas trees out of the 
lakes states suspoct that consbleruble dam­ 
age has been done. .Much of it undoubted­ 
ly has been confined to private lands and 
perhaps the owners have consented to it, 
for a price, 


HoweviM’. if considerable stands of coni­ 
fers have been wiped out, the forest agen­ 
cies should know about it. If a gradual 
encroachment upon the reappearing small 
evergreen growth of the lakes states is oc­ 
curring. the peopb- should be told of it. 


A ('hrifliuHH tree harvest cannot be wav­ 
ed aside as insignificant when wo consider 
the difiicultiiH of planting, by federal for­ 
esters and others. They spend two or more 
years just to produce the seedlings; they 
plant these and many die; they watch over 
the survivors and many more are destroy­ 
ed by browsing animals or rodents. 


After 10 or more years a limited num- 
bor of the original seedlings seem to 
be 
establishtnl. Yet, after 10 .veurs of federal 
forestry in Wisconsin no grest expanses of 
thriving young evergreens are 
thrusting 
upward in the forest areas. Therefore the 
destiuclion of thousands 
of 
evergreens, 
from perhaps 4 to 20 feet in height, is not 
without effect.

•—ARMY VS. NAVY— 


Of all the bitter battles tbat have been 
fought between the U. S. Army and 
the 
U. S. Navy» none has been moro vitriolic 
than the quarrel on whether 
Ihe 
Navy 
should be permitted to fly over the laud 
and the Army permitted to fly over tho 
sea. 


This row has now entered a unique and 
most confidential development— a develop­ 
ment which old-timers can scarcely believe. 
In fact. Admiral William A. Moffett, fly­ 
ing naval hero who died in the wreck of 
ihe dirigible Akron, would turn over 
in 
hie grave if he knew what waa happening. 


For today Army planea are flying 30C 
milea out to sea to help ihe Navy patrol 
the Pan-American neutrality zone. And be­ 
lieve ii or not, the Navy baa raiaed no ob­ 
jections. 


To get the significance of this you have 
to go back to ihe days when ihe submar­ 
ine first was invented, 
at 
which 
time 
Major General Arthur Murray. Chief 
of 
Artillery and proud of his outfit, demand­ 
ed that the Coast Artillery take over alf 
submarines. 
His theory was 
tbat 
the 
Army 
was 
charged with protecting the 
coasts of the United States and submar­ 
ines were only for coastal protection. 


Naturally the Navy kicked like a steer 
and kepi its submarines. 
Bui ihe fight 
was renewed when General William Mit­ 
chell, stormy petrol of 
ihe 
Air 
Corps, 
asked Congress to limit ihe Navy’s duties 
entirely to the sea, and permit no naval 
planes to operate ashore. 


— ARMY BOMB1N4I FIASCO— 


There was not ihe vaguest thought at 
that time that the Army might ever go to 
sea. Thai came about ten years later, dur* 
ing the Hoover Administration, when the 
Army arranged to show its ability to pro> 
teci the coast ot the U. S. A. by bombing 
ihe Mount Shasta, an old hulk set adrift 
by the Shipping Board 76 miles off 
the 
Virginia Capes. 


But a crack army squadron, 
led 
hy 
Major Herbert A. Oargue, got loat and did 
not even sight the Mount Shasta. On the 
second trip, they sighted ihe 
boat, 
but 
dropped all their bombs without a single 
hit. 
On the third trip they finally scored 
ono hit In ihe water alongalde, but 
the 
Coast Guard had to come in and aink the 
defenseless vessel. 


Peals of laughter went up 
from 
the 
Navy. 
To bomb a defenseless freighter, 
without armor plate, without antl-alreraft 
guns, and without protecting alrplanaa. the 
Navy remarked, was like shooting 
crip­ 
pled ducks from a boat. 


This display came during a bitter row 
over the right of the Navy 
to establish 
land bases, and to fly planea with regular 
landing gear rather than pontoons. 
The 
Navy claimed land planes were neceaaary 
to operate on the top of airplane carriers. 
But the Army objected ao vlgoroualy that 
Mr. Hoover submitted the question to hit 
Bureau of the Budget, then to the Bureau 
of Efficiency, and finally to the Attorney 
General.

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Outlook Cheerful for 1940 
B U S I N E S S men have a habit, at the end 
0 of each year, of taking inventory 
of 
their prospects for the new year as well 
as of their tangible goods on hand. Inso­ 
far as it is possible, they like 
to 
know 
what to expect. 
Looking at statistics, politics and 
the 
war. all in one broad squint, business men 
arc reasonably confident that 
the 
year 
ahead will be a happy one. They arc par­ 
ticularly reassured by the general state of 
affairs at the year s end. 
According to the Alexander 
Hamilton 
Institute, 2,000,000 persons 
have 
found 
employment during the past 
year. 
Al­ 
though the ranks of the unemployed were 
not reduced in the same degree because of 
the addition of new employables, the num­ 
ber of jobless dropped about 1,500,000 in 
a year. In October, according to the 
in­ 
stitute. there were 9,827,000 unemployed 
— a figure which agrees pretty well with 
other recent estimates. 
Similar optimism toward 1940 is 
re­ 
flected in a set of concise predictions made 
by the National Association of Credit Men, 
spokesman for large numbers of manufac­ 
turers. hankers and wholesalers. 
Gener­ 
ally, the credit association 
sees 
enough 
favorable factors on the horizon to offset, 
any unfavorable elements 
which 
1940 
may produce. It believes 
the 
campaign 
will be too short to have any major 
ef­ 
fect on business; and it is convinced that 
the efforts of both principal parties will 
make the possibility of participation in the 
European wars even dimmer. 
In a broad way, the credit men sweep 
the entire realm of American Institutions 
to come up with these specific forecasts; 
Agriculture: Income should Increase 
at 
least lo per cent— despite 
present 
sur­ 
pluses. War activity may increase it even 
more. 
Generally, the farm er may expect 
a better year in 1940. 
Industry: Even the normal seasonal lull 
in January may not be as acute as usual. 
The automobile industry, in 
particular, 
will have a sprint in 194 0. While 
there 
may be a slight drop in steel early in the 
year, it will not be serious. Railroads and 
building industries are standing up not­ 
ably and may be expected to continue to 
do so. 
tabor: There will be higher 
payrolls 
generally. In some cases, workers will re­ 
ceive pay increases; in 
others, 
payroll 
gains will be reflected in more jobs 
for 
persons currently unemployed. The credit 
men also believe new efforts to consolidate 
the C. I. O. and the A. F. of L. 
will 
be 
made during the ensuing year— but they 
do not think any of the efforts will 
be 
successful. 
Securities: It is expected that securities 
will generally reach a healthy 
condition 
because of their present lag behind earn­ 
ings. Only the 1 940 campaign can serious­ 
ly interfere with consistent advances. 
t redit: There will be an abundance of 
credit during the year, with 
abnormally 
low rates. The tendency will be to make 
use of the credit possibilities and to re­ 
vitalize business generally 
All of the predictions offer America 
a 
nice way of ending the year 1959. For the 
most pan. business men are realistic; and. 
if the picture is dark, they will not mis- 
foreeast it. They are hopeful as they enter 
another decade, that the graphs will look 
better in 194 0. It is a kind of confidence 
that spread* quickly.

The Fulmer Bill 
WHEN congress convenes for the 
1940 
session, more will be heard about the 
Fulmer bill, the Milwaukee Journal pre­ 
d ic t iv h recent editorial. 
Citizens of Minnesota. Wisconsin 
aud 
Michigan, who attended the forestry hear­ 
ing beld recently in Madison by a joint 
congressional committee, heard consider­ 
able about this legislative measure, which 
is certain to be given 
consideration 
in 
Washington at the next session. 
While decrying the despoliation of the 
timber resources of the country 
in 
tho 
past, the Milwaukee Journal is still 
dis­ 
posed to doubt the advisability of correct­ 
ing these evils by the spending 
of 
vast 
sums of public money, 
which 
it 
fears 
would only make many people more 
de­ 
pendent upon a paternalistic government. 
“ Apparently the Fulmer proposal is to 
restore farm wood lots and 
other 
small 
forests in every state.” the Journal com­ 
ments. “ Planting would be undertaken at 
federal expense arid by federal foresters. 
Supervision o\er the wood lots, by 
the 
sam* federal agencies, would follow. 
“ in short, the bill would set up a pater­ 
nalistic system of farm 
forestry, 
with 
Uncle Sam largely paying the bills, direct 
lug the work, and perhaps ending up with 
a good deal of reforestation accomplished, 
though at considerable public cost. 
“ Reforestation ought to be accomplish­ 
ed. Beyond that, it may be that the Amer­ 
ican people need some forms of paternal­ 
ism by government. Left to their own de­ 
vices they went abroad with axe*. They 
slashed away at the forests until their in­ 
itiative had produced an immense output

Now. with the 1939 Christmas tree har­ 
vest disposed of. we suggest that the fed­ 
eral forest service, In 
conjunction 
with 
the conservation departments of the lakes 
states, try to anal)se that harvest. 
For several weeks before Christmas 
a 
parade of trucks moved over the roads on 
their way to the Milwaukee, Chicago and 
other markets. They carried thousands of 
young spruces and balsams. 
Foresters long have said 
that 
this 
Christmas tree harvest has no adverse ef­ 
fects on the forests. The woodlands easily 
can produce all the trees that the nation 
needs for Christmas purposes. 
They can— provided good forestry prac­ 
tices prevail, cutting is selective, 
discre­ 
tion is used, or regulation exercised. But 
foresters cannot sustain a contention that 
reckless slashing of 
spruce 
or 
balsam 
stands won t destroy them; that heedless 
entry, by christmas tree harvesters, upon 
restricted areas where small conifers grow 
won t denude those areas. 
Those who have 
been 
watching 
the 
movement of Christmas trees out of the 
lakes states suspect that considerable dam­ 
age has been done. Much of it undoubted­ 
ly has been confined to private lands and 
perhaps the owners have consented to it. 
for a price. 
However, if considerable stands of coni­ 
fers have been wiped out. the forest agen­ 
cies should know about it. If a gradual 
encroachment upon the reappearing small 
evergreen grow th of the lakes states is oc­ 
curring. the peoph should be told of it. 
A Christmas tree harvest cannot be wav- J 
ed aside as insignificant when we consider 1 
the difficulties of planting, by federal for­ 
est cis and others. They spend two or more 
years just to produce the seedlings; they 
plant thee* and many die; they watch over 
tin* survivors and many more are destroy­ 
ed by browsing animals or rodents. 
After lo or more years a limited num­ 
ber of the original seedlings seem to 
be 
established. Vet, after IO J eats of federal 
forestry in Wisconsin no great expanses of 
thriving young evergreens ate 
thrusting 
upward in the forest areas. Therefore the 
destruction of thousands 
of 
evergreens, 
from perhaps 4 to 20 feet in height, is not 
without effect.

via France, Spain and Portugal.

had to have an exit permit to get out of 
England.

gave my life history to an official at the 
French consulate.

was 
sent 
to 
France for an okay. 
Then I had to get a Spanish visa. That 
took two days. The Portugese visa was the 
only one that was quickly and easily ob­ 
tained, 
— IT’S EASY TO LO SE MONEY— 
Most important, Is to get the money you 
take out of the country. 
If you did not 
declare the money you brought into Eng­ 
land, you are out of luck as no one may 
lake more than IO pounds, approximately 
40 dollars, with him on departure. 
Then, with all your credentials, you are 
ready to start. To go to Paris from Lon­ 
don, you can use rail and boat or 
air. I 
elected air. 
I bought a ticket on Air 
France 
and 
was told to be at the London city termin­ 
al at l l n. rn. the day my ticket was dat­ 
ed. No information as to departure time 
or from what airport was given. 
I checked in at the terminal and wait­ 
ed. Finally we piled into a bus and were 
driven to an air field on the outskirts of 
London. Like all British aerodromes, it is 
now in the hands of the military.

card, your ration book, all are taken up. 
So Is your gas mask.

My passport 
was returned and I was off for Portugal 
The morning brought a breakfast of cof­ 
fee and rolls. There is nothing else. 
At IO A. M. we reached the Portuguese 
frontier. Once again we were searched by 
the Spanish guards. Unfortunately I had 
brought a hundred pesetas more than 
I 
had spent. They were taken away and I 
was given a receipt for 
them 
cashable 
upon my return to Spain. Adios pesetas. 
The Portuguese examination was only 
perfunctory. A diner was attached to the 
train, and when lunch timo arrived, the 
menu was fill and complete. 
I was back in a land of plenty, away 
from blackouts, away from the backwash 
of w ar.

On the third trip they finally scored 
one hit in the water alongside, but

Coast Guard had to come in and sink the 
defenseless vessel.

To bomb a defenseless freighter, 
without arm or plate, without anti-aircraft 
guns, and without protecting airplanes, the 
Navy rem arked, was like shooting 
crip­ 
pled ducks from a boat. 
This display came during a bitter row 
over the right of the Navy 
to 
establish 
land bases, and to fly planes with regular 
landing gear rather than pontoons. 
The 
Navy claim ed land planes were necessary 
to operate on the top of airplane carriers. 
But the Army objected so vigorously that 
Mr. Hoover subm itted the question to hie 
Bureau of the Budget, then to the Bureau 
of Efficiency, and finally to the Attorney 
Oeneral.

effect parity for the farm er with 
industry and business. Colleges of 
agriculture and the state and fed­ 
eral extension services have been 
highly successful In 
encouragipg 
farmers to grow better products. 
But In every case it hasn’t 
been 
easy to solve the new problem of 
surplus and competition for m ark­ 
ets. 


Hence, tho role of state govern­ 
ment as an arbitrator in the milk 
industry and as a tax collector In 
the 
apple 
industry. Both roles 
were made possible by acts of the 
1939 legislature, and they 
bavo 
occupied much time of 
Commis­ 
sioner Elmer A. Beamer. 


This extension of state activity, 
much of which is self-financed by 
fees, was accompsnied, 
however, 
by the Inevitable increase ip pay­ 
rolls—a fact which has been dis­ 
turbing to Mr. Beamer amid all 
the 
adm lnistration’a efforts 
at 
economy. 


Food Inspection 


The departm ent’s payrolls, 
in­ 
creased 
approximately 
$75.000, 
are being offset more than

in fees collected for inspec­ 
tion services. The

legislative appropri­ 
ations to permit continuance

Commissioner Beamer estim st^' 
that payrolls for the Inspection of. 
fruits and vegetables will be' |rt^ 
creased by approximately |27,00<)

(Aa we pointed out two 
weekg 
ago. the 
adm lnlstration’a 
flsrai 
year began last July 1). 
This 
amount of $27,000 will be return­ 
able In fees paid to the depart­ 
ment for inspection of farm com­ 
modities. 


During recent montha the 
de­ 
mand for service has been steadily 
increasing with payrolls for 
tho 
h rst five months of 1939-40 fiscal 
year reaching $23.101.54 compar­ 
ed to $11,494.46 for 
the 
same 
period last year. Records disclose 
that a large portion of this 
In­ 
crease waa caused by requests for 
inspection of applea purchased by 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation. This federal agenc.v 
required Inspection of apples, and 
returned $8,000 In Increased fees 
to the sU te for this service. 


Compulsory inspection of onions 
likewise Increased a demand for 
Inspection with a 
corresponding 
increase in fees. 


Poultn’ and Beans 


Other food produeta which re­ 
quire inspection by the state 
In 
the Interest of both the producer 
and the 
consumer 
are 
poultry 
products and beans. Poultry prod- 
ucts alone were responsible for an 
added $6.000. while another $6.; 
000 is expected on the 
baais ol 
present expendlturea for inspec- 
lion of beans due to demands fot 
grading of large quantities of col­ 
ored beans. 
In a diseusaion 
of Inspection 
pavrolls 
Commissioner 
Beamei 
pointed out the departm ent 
at­ 
tempted to provide this inspection 
service upon an actual cost bast« 
with the producers and processors 
sharing the cost. 


The apple commission, 
from 
taxes collected from apple grow* 
ers, reimburses the state 
depart­ 
ment for the cost of apple insj^c- 
tors who are deputised

Food Inspection 
The departm ent’s payrolls, 
in­ 
creased 
approximately 
$75,000, 
are being offset more than 
$50,- 
000 
in fees collected for inspec­ 
tion services. The 
rem ainder 
is 
covered by 
legislative 
appropri­ 
ations to permit continuance 
of 
testing of Michigan livestock. 
Commissioner Beamer estimate; 
that payrolls for the inspection of 
fruits and vegetables will be 
in­ 
creased by approximately $27,00D 
during the present 
fiscal 
year. 
(As we pointed out two 
weeks 
ago, the 
adm inistration’s 
fisral 
year began last July I) . 
This 
amount of $27,000 will be return­ 
able in fees paid to 
the 
depart­ 
ment for inspection of farm com­ 
modities. 
During recent m onths the 
de­ 
mand for service has been steadily 
increasing with payrolls for

first five months of 1939-40 fiscal

it isn’t unusual that Peterson’s 
station is picked up on ordinary 
receiving sets in Manistee. Many 
local residents have been surpris­ 
ed to learn that we have a bona- 
fide radio station in our city and 
they have been at a loss to account 
for It.

Since the European war 
broke out, however. Earl has not 
been able to contact any of his Eu­ 
ropean or Canadian friends. 


“He has struck up many lasting 
friendships via short wave. After 
more than 15 years in the 'ham* 
circuit, ‘Pete* can identify many 
am ateurs by their first names. The 
‘hams’ in the state of 
Michigan 
put on two parties last summer 
at Muskegon and Ithaca 
which 
Earl attended. At these informal 
meetinge, the am ateur radio oper­ 
ators get to know 
their 
fellow 
‘hams.’ 


“According 
to 
Peterson, 
the 
United States is much more leni­ 
ent with its amateurs than Europ­ 
ean countries were before the war 
broke out. In this country about 
the only restriction placed on the 
am ateur is that he must use no 
profanity, 
broadcast no commer­ 
cials, rebroadcast no program or 
play any music. One of the advan­ 
tages of amateur radio operation, 
Earl says, is the lack of any com­ 
mercial announcements. 


“The Federal Communications 
commission has a listening station 
in Grand Forks, N. Dak., and here 
they check up on tlie 'ham ' opera­ 
tors. There are not many ‘bootleg' 
radio stations, Earl says, because 
the licensed amateurs assist the 
government 
in 
locating 
them. 
Bootleg 
stations 
are 
stations 
broadcasting without license. 


“ ‘Pete’s’ 
transm itting unit Is 
hand made, broadcasts on a fre­ 
quency of 3930 kilocycles and has 
from 150 to 200 watts power. The 
transm itter 
is set up in an old 
radio cabinet, and with the short 
wave receiver represents an in­ 
vestment of more than $400. It is 
not an expensive hobby in the long 
run, according to Earl, 
because 
the expenses of maintaining 
the 
stations are very reasonable after 
the original outlay. 


“An entire room in the Peter­ 
son home is devoted to the ama­ 
teur station. Here Mr. and Mrs.

spend

their leisure time talking to

activities of W. Earl Peterson, en­ 
gineer for the Consumers Power 
Co., at Manistee, Mich., appeared 
recently in a Manistee publication 
bearing the byline of Ed Walsh. 
Earl, a son of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Peterson, 1008 Minnesota avenue, 
is a graduate of Gladstone high 
school. 
The story: 
"They say that sailors go boat 
riding and mailmen go walking on 
their days off, so it follows that 
an electrical engineer would turn 
to short wave radio for diversion 
from 
the 
routine 
of 
everyday 
work. 
"M anistee’s oldest and best es­ 
tablished ‘ham ’ or am ateur radio 
operator is 
W. 
Earl 
Peterson, 
power and lighting engineer for 
the 
Consumers 
Power company. 
He resides on Cherry avenue near 
the Country club, 
and his am a­ 
teur station is located in his home. 
"It isn’t unusual th a t Peterson’s 
station is picked up on ordinary 
receiving sets in Manistee. Many 
local residents have been surpris­ 
ed to learn that we have a bona- 
fide radio station in our city and 
they have been at a loss to account 
for it. 
"On certain evenings when you­ 
’re comfortably seated in your fav­ 
orite chair by the radio you may 
hear the following 
conversation 
coming over the air waves: "CQ, 
CQ, calling any station on the 75- 
meter band . . . this is W 8PPN in 
Manistee, Midi., calling any sta­ 
tion on the 75-meter band, etc." 
The conversation continues in the 
same vein for several minutes and 
the listener is usually 
confused 
unless he happens to be a ‘ham ’ 
operator himself. 
"To the ’ham* the conversation 
means in plain English th a t ama­ 
teur station W8PPN in Manistee 
would like to indulge in a little 
conversation with any other ama­ 
teur on the 75-meter band. 
"E arl is no novice in radio. Aft­ 
er graduating from high school 
he was a wireless 
operator 
on 
Great Lakes steamers and ocean­ 
going boats. 
He still remembers 
his job on the 
ill-fated 
Morro 
Castle as wireless operator when 
it was first launched. 
"These jobs on ships provided 
Earl with the money he needed to 
attend the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, 
one of the most 
famous engineering schools in the 
United States. Even though he is 
now a full-fledged engineer and a 
graduate of M. I. T., 
Earl still 
likes to return to his first love— 
radio. 
"Since 1924, Peterson has been 
experimenting with am ateur radio 
and during this time he has talked 
with am ateur operators in almost 
all European countries, New Zea­ 
land, Australia, Canada and Tas­ 
mania. 
Since the European war 
broke out, however. Earl has not 
been able to contact any of his E u­ 
ropean or Canadian friends. 
"H e has struck up many lasting 
friendships via short wave. After 
more than 15 years in the ‘ham ’ 
circuit, ‘Pete’ can identify many 
am ateurs by their first names. The 
‘ham s’ in the state of 
Michigan 
put on two parties last summer 
at Muskegon and Ithaca 
which 
Earl attended. At these informal 
meetinge, the am ateur radio oper­ 
ators get to 
know 
their 
fellow 
‘hams.’ 
"According 
to 
Peterson, 
the 
United States is much more leni­ 
ent with its am ateurs than Europ 
ean countries were before the war 
broke out. In this country about 
the only restriction placed on the 
am ateur is that he must use no 
profanity, 
broadcast no commer­ 
cials, rebroadcast no program 
or 
play any music. One of the advan­ 
tages of am ateur radio operation, 
Earl says, is the lack of any com­ 
mercial announcements. 
"The Federal Communications 
commission has a listening station 
in Grand Forks, N. Dak., and here 
they check up on the ‘ham ’ opera­ 
tors. There are not many ‘bootleg* 
radio stations, Earl says, because 
the licensed am ateurs assist the 
government 
in 
locating 
them. 
Bootleg 
stations 
are 
stations 
broadcasting without license. 
" ‘Pete’s’ 
transm itting unit Is 
hand made, broadcasts on a fre­ 
quency of 3930 kilocycles and has 
from 150 to 200 watts power. The 
transm itter 
is set up in an old 
radio cabinet, and with the short 
wave receiver represents an in­ 
vestment of more than $400. It is 
not an expensive hobby in the long 
run, according to Earl, 
because 
the expenses of maintaining 
the 
stations are very reasonable after 
the original outlay. 
"An entire room in the Peter­ 
son home is devoted to the ama­ 
teur station. Here Mr. and Mrs. 
Peterson 
spend 
practically 
all 
their leisure time talking to 
all 
their friends throughout the coun­ 


try. Mrs. Peterson is just aa ar­ 
dent a ‘ham’ as her husband, bot 
she does not have her operator’s 
license yet. 
"The 
procedure amateur* fol­ 
low in striking up a conversation 
is to transmit a request to all oth­ 
er ’hams’ who might ba listening 
in to 
make 
themaelvea 
known. 
After the original message la tent, 
the transmitter is shut off and the 
received Is turned on to pick np 
any replies. If the 'ham* gets any 
replies, the 
conversation 
start* 
and any short wave fan will testi­ 
fy as to 
their 
informality 
and 
humor. 
"Quite often the 
*hams* 
have 
round table discussions with three 
or more amateurs taking turns at 
chiming 
in. 
These 
discussions 
sometimes last for hours, and ev­ 
erything from the war situation to 
wives, is discussed. 
"E arl usually takes a few min­ 
utes off during the noon hour to 
talk to his friends in the state of 
Michigan. He also finds that the 
early 
evening is a good time to 
strike up 
a 
good 
conversation. 
Later in the evening there is too 
much interference and too many 
‘hams* crowding the ether waves 
for good reception, he states. 
“An emergency network of ama­ 
teurs, designed to help out in the 
event communications are cut off, 
has been established by amateurs 
throughout the state of Michigan. 
Earl is the local representative of 
the network. 
"This network once located a 
train lost between 
Saginaw 
and 
Mt. Clemens during a sleet storm 
when all other means 
of 
com­ 
munication were disrupted. There 
are several other instances during 
storms in the state when amateur 
radio operators have been the only 
means of communication with the 
outside world. 
"AU members of the chain have 
portable radio transmitters, pow­ 
ered, with storage batteries, which 
are used iu emergencies. 
Every 
Sunday morning members of the 
chain have drill. 
According 
to 
Peterson, these portable transmit­ 
ters generally generate 
sufficient 
power to be heard throughout the 
state. 
“ W e’ve seen golf bugs, 
jitter­ 
bugs and other types of persons 
crazy about 
their 
hobbles, 
but 
am ateur radio bugs are second to 
none in the interest they show in 
their field. 
According 
to 
Earl, 
’hams’ may quit the airlanes for 
several years, 
but 
they 
always 
come back.' '

against Vanderbilt. Kentucky and 
Auburn he has played a total of 
two minutes. 


He didn't gel in the Vanderbilt 
game at all, lasted 
four 
plays 
against Kentucky, and went out 
on the second play against Au­ 
burn. 
It is even money that he 
won’t last more than one play 
against the Trojans of Southern 
California. 
Coach Bob Neyland 
says no one will really know* his 
condition until the first block Is 
thrown on him. 


Authority On Knees

Suffridge may still prove 
to be a fullback on defonsc, but 
on offense, when he must have 
drive and charge, he isn’t likely 
to be so hot.

Obviously, 
theseoffiolals do not talk for pub­ 
lication and I should not be Justi­ 
fied in violating any confidence 
they may have imposed in nie. 
But I welcome such inquiries be- 
<*ause they enable me to reply that 
1 have returned full of adntira- 
ton for the manner in which our 
representatives 
abroad 
whom I 
have seen at work, and especially 
those in 
Holland and Germany, 
are buckling to their tasks under 
extraordinarily difficult circum­ 
stances— working day and night, 
Saturdays and Sundays without 
thought 
of 
self until they are 
ready to drop. I have found them 
courteous, eager to help and al- 
wavs waiving aside any thanks on 
the ground that they are there to 
be of service. 
As an American I 
have been proud ot those whom I 
have met, 
I know that our for­ 
eign service is as good if not hot­ 
ter than any other with which 1 
have been brought into contact. 
I am strongly of the opinion that, 
despite the tremendous strain un­ 
der which they are working, they 
have preserved their tempers and 
their 
human 
qualities and that 
there is less red tape than is to 
be found elsewhere. 


8cr\-ice Has ImprovtMl 


1 am happier to write this be­ 
cause my memory of our foreign 
service goes back more years than 
I like to admit. 
Just after I left 
college I went on a nine months’ 
journey through the Mediterran­ 
ean 
countries, 
Northern Africa, 
Egypt, Turkey and tho Balkans, 
during which I came into contact 
with our ministers and consuls. 
They were, all of them, political 
appointees and some of them were 
totally unfit to represent the Uni­ 
ted States, upon which they re­ 
flected only discredit. 
They were 
often 
uncouth 
and 
unlettered 
men. who had sought these Jobs 
Itecause 
they 
were failures at 
home and because they wanted 
sinecures. 
They sat back and let 
underpaid clerks do all tho work 
while they drew the pay. Few of 
them ever wrote any reports and 
as the United Stales was then not 
as much interested in foreign af­ 
fairs and much less interested in 
obtaining 
and 
holding 
foreign 
markets, they were able to loaf 
away their four years until their 
political successors appeared to 
take their places. 


Today, there are not only no 
moro men of this type, but tho 
career men who arc in these posi­ 
tions are not only of high grade, 
but of intelligence and excellent 
ability, heightened and broadened 
by their service in other posts and 
other quarters of the globe. They 
are serious students wherever sta­ 
tioned, not only of trade condi­ 
tions, but of -political happenings 
and they send to tho State Do- 
partm ent - many 
reports 
of the 
greatest value— many th at should 
be published W’idely. In their per­ 
sonalities 
they 
are generally n 
credit to tho country they repre­ 
sent.

government in Washington. 


All of this they have had to do 
in large measure with little or no 
additional help, besides keeping 
up such difficult work as regulat­ 
ing and recording the applications 
for permission to immgrate, with 
which they have been swamped 
for several years past as the vic­ 
tims of tyranny or opponents of 
the despotB have appealed for the 
right to find a safe haven in one 
of the few countries which still 
Jives up to the tradition that those 
■ball be aided and succored who 
are seeking refuge in ihe name of 
liberty. 
It has been a stupendous 
task, accomplished. I believe, with 
as little friction and error and de­ 
lay as was possilile under the cir- 
turoitances. 


Put yourself in the position of 
some of these represeniailves of 
ours in Germany. 
I dined with 
one consul whose dining room was 
lined with packing cases contain­ 
ing all bis household goods except 
the minimum for actual use. llis 
family bad been sent away months 
ego by order of the State Dejjart- 
ment, and he himself had been 
notified to be ready to leave on 
u. m inute’s notice. 
In a blacked- 
out city, cut off from many nor­ 
mal contacts and amusemeuiB, a« 
well as from his family, he was 
expected to keep fit and cheerful 
in a country to whose policieB he 
was absolutely hostile, b o much so 
that relations with ihe (Jermana 
at tmes was extremely difficult. In 
one case the American representa- 
has been sent to Coventry by 
the Germans because of their 
Pique at the policy ot the United 
otates; I found him only amused 
• nd by no means upset by it. Nor 
did he allow it to prejudice hie 
¿»idfemente, 
8ome tiinec I won­ 
dered if men like this w«re re­ 


ceiving all the recognition from 
their government to which they 
W’ero entitled and all the coopera­ 
tion. 


I am not much for decorations 
and not at all for titles, but I have 
often wished that there were an 
annual government honors’ list by 
which somo of these splendid and 
self-sacrificing 
civilian 
govern­ 
mental servants of ours could be 
distinguished 
and 
have 
their 
achievements brought to tho at­ 
tention of the Amercan people. I 
was Jealous for our civilian offi­ 
cials when I read of Admiral Yar- 
nell’s 
getting 
a 
distinguished 
service medal for his magnificent 
work in China. 
Ho earned it well 
— of course— and I rejoiced for 
him. 
1 only regretted that some 
of the men not in uniform I have 
seen doing great work under most 
trying circumstances 
were 
not 
similarly honored by Congress. 
liAudn flordon nnd Kirk 


Undoubtedly, there aro trying 
conditions in our foreign service; 
undoubtedly 
somo 
reforms are 
needed, or will bo some day soon. 
Ono cannot yet bo sure that the 
combination of the consular and 
diplomatic services is for the best, 
although it seems for the moment 
to be. 
It is probably truo that 
somo 
of 
tho 
promising young 
men, who are entering tho service 
after very stiff examinations, find 
themselves disappointed that in 
tho early years of their exploy- 
ment they are restricted too much 
to 
routino 
clerical 
duties and 
therefore tend to become routln- 
ized 
and 
discouraged— quite a 
few aro resigning. 


There will doubtless always be 
room for improvement, but 1, who 
have seen tho day when our for­ 
eign representation was so often 
disgraceful, feel proud and happy 
when I see men of tho type of 
George A. Gordon, our minister to 
Holland, and Alexander Kirk, our 
charge d’affaires in llerlin, spend­ 
ing themselves so completely in 
their jobs, nnd doing our country 
so much honor. 
It is invidious 
perhaps to single out these two 
when so many others are doing 
fully us fino work in their sta­ 
tions. 
But 1 have so recently 
come from seeing them at work 
that I cannot retrain from paying 
this slight tribute not merely to 
them, but through them to all our 
embattled foreign service repre­ 
sentatives of whom they aro but 
a part. 


New Berry Bids 
For Garden Spot 


W ith mild enthusiasm members 
of tho 
horticulture 
department 
staff at Michigan State College 
have been scanning the popular­ 
ity and testing the merits of a new 
fruit called tho boysenberry, in­ 
troduced in California in 1935 and 
since well distributed by nursery­ 
men. 


In a preliminary report, R. E. 
Loree lists qualities discovered in 
tests at Kast Lansing and South 
Haven as well as observations on 
behavior in other sections of tho 
state. 


Tho boysenberry is said to be a 
cross of tho loganberry, raspberry 
and blackberry. 
Vigorous shoots 
extend 12 to 15 or 20 feet in a 
season on the trailing vines. 


No heavy commercial acreage Is 
expected to develop iti Michigan 
hei'auso the well ripened berry is 
rather soft and does not stand up 
under shipping conditions, 
says 
Professor Loree. 
Because of its 
prodtictlveness and pleasing 
tart 
flavor, however, it does stand rec­ 
ommendation for 
the 
gardener 
who seeks enough fruit for homo 
use. 


Berries begin to ripen early in 
July and continue ripening two to 
three weeks. 
They are very large, 
dark purple in color and juicy. 
Suitability f«)r jellies and pies and 
u good berry for freezing purposes 
are other qualities. 


Plants are best set 
in 
early 
spring on a fertile, well drained 
loam soil. In a honio garden spac­ 
ing can be six feet apart in a row 
and vines trained to a tt'ellis or 
other support four to five 
feet 
high the second 
season.

after production and new shoots

In one paragroph of article IV 
Miss Thompson suggests a tribu­ 
nal, instead of armies, as a means 
of securing peace in Europe, and 
names 
four 
ot Germany’s fore­

for such a tribunal, 
along with other influential lead­ 
ing figures, from a number of oth­ 
ers from those countries the most 
critically interested in tho causo 
of peace. 


And your correspondent is con­ 
strained to exclaim, could there 
be a more propitious tlmo for such 
an act, than tho season when all 
the world is celebrating the anni­ 
versary of tho birth of the Prince 
of Peace?

are buckling to th e ir task s u n d er 
extraordinarily

circum ­ 
stances— w orking day and night, 
Sa tu rd s vs 
an d 
Sundays without 
thought* 
of 
self until they are 
ready to drop. 
I have found them 
courteous, eager to help and a l­ 
ways waiving aside any th a n k s on 
th e ground th a t they are th ere to 
be of service. 
As an A m erican I 
have been proud of those w hom I 
have met. 
I know th a t our fo r­ 
eign service is as good if not b et­ 
te r than any o th e r w ith which I 
have been b ro u g h t into contact. 
I am strongly of th e opinion th a t, 
despite th e trem en d o u s strain u n ­ 
der which they a re w orking, they 
have preserved th e ir tem pers and 
their 
hum an 
qualities and th a t 
there is less red tape th an is to 
be found elsew here. 
Service H as Im proved 
I am h ap p ier to w rite this be­ 
cause m y m em ory of our foreign 
service goes back m ore years than 
I like to adm it. 
J u s t afte r I left 
college I w ent on a nine m o n th s’ 
journey th ro u g h th e M editerran­ 
ean 
countries, 
N o rth ern Africa, 
Egypt, T u rk e y and th e B alkans, 
during which I cam e into contact 
w ith our m in isters and consuls. 
They were, all of them , political 
appointees an d som e of them w ere 
totally u n fit to rep resen t the Uni 
ted States, upon which they re ­ 
flected only discredit. 
They w ere 
often 
u n co u th 
and 
unlettered 
men. who h ad so u g h t these jobs 
because 
they 
wrere failures at 
home and because they w anted 
sinecures. 
T hey sa t back and let 
underpaid clerks do all the work 
while they drew th e pay. Few of 
them ever w rote any reports and 
as the United States was then not 
as much in terested in foreign a f ­ 
fairs and m uch less interested in 
obtaining 
an d 
holding 
foreign 
m arkets, they w ere able to loaf 
away th eir fo u r years until th e ir 
political 
successors 
appeared to 
take th eir places. 
Today, th ere are not only no 
m ore m en of th is type, but th e 
career m ea who are in these posi­ 
tions are not only of high grade, 
but of intelligence and excellent 
ability, heightened and broadened 
by th e ir service in o th e r posts and 
o ther q u a rte rs of th e globe. They 
a re serious stu d e n ts w herever sta ­ 
tioned, not only of trad e condi­ 
tions, b u t of political happenings 
and they send to th e S tate De­ 
p artm en t 
m any 
reports 
of th e 
greatest value-— m any th a t should 
be published widely. 
In th e ir p e r­ 
sonalities 
they 
a re generally a 
credit to th e co u n try they rep re ­ 
sent. 
W ar B rings Much Work 
Since 
th e com ing of the w ar 
abroad our diplom atic and consul­ 
ar offices in E urope have been 
swamped w ith w ork. 
In addition 
to all their ro u tin e 
duties 
they 
have 
been 
charged 
with 
safe­ 
guarding A m ericans in the d an g er 
roues. 
All recent passports have 
contained 
th e 
request that the 
holders 
th ere o f 
should keep in 
touch with o u r foreign officials if I 
in belligerent o r jeopardized coun- j 
tries. 
Em bassies 
and 
legations I 
worked th eir heads off last fall in j 
their 
efforts 
to get American* J 
home. 
This tim e it was not nec­ 
essary to set up volunteer o rg an i­ 
zations for that purpose as in Ita ­ 
ly and E ngland in 1914. The gov­ 
e rn m e n t’s representatives a tte n d ­ 
ed to it them selves, 
put 
th e m ­ 
selves in com m unication with the 
steam ship com panies 
and 
every 
organization th a t could help, and 
of course sought and received the 
cooperation of the State D ep art­ 
m ent and o th er branches of the 
governm ent in W ashington. 
All of this they have had to do 
in large m easure with little or no 
additional help, besides keeping 
up such difficult work as reg u la t­ 
ing and recording the applications 
for perm ission to im m grate, with 
which they have been swam ped 
for several years past as the vic­ 
tim s of ty ran n y or opponents of 
the despots have appealed for the 
right to find a safe haven in one 
of the few’ countries which still 
Jives up to the tradition that those 
■hall be aided and succored who 
are seeking refuge in the nam e of 
liberty. 
It has been a stupendous 
task, accomplished, I believe, with 
as little friction and erro r and de­ 
lay as was possible under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
P u t yourself in the position of 
some of these representatives of 
ours In G erm any. 
I dined with 
one consul whose dining room w as 
iined with packing cases co n tain ­ 
ing all his household goods except 
th e m inim um for actual use. H it 
family had been sent away m onths 
ago by ord er of the State D epart­ 
ment, and be him self had 
b e e n 
notified to be ready to leave on 
a m inute's notice. 
In a blacked- 
out city, cut off from many n o r­ 
mal contacts and am usem ents, as 
well as from his family, he was 
expected to keep fit and cheerful 
in a country to whose policies he 
was absolutely hostile, so m uch so

■t tmes was extrem ely difficult. In

States; I found him only am used 
«nd by no m eans upset by it. Nor 
did he allow it to prejudice his

Some tim es J w on­ 
dered if men like this were r e ­ 


ceiving all th e recognition from 
th e ir governm ent to w hich they 
w ere entitled and all th e coopera­ 
tion. 
I am not m uch fo r decorations 
an d not at all for titles, b u t I have 
o ften wished that, th e re w ere an 
an n u a l governm ent honors* list by 
w hich some of these splendid and 
self-sacrificing 
civilian 
govern­ 
m en tal servants of o u rs could be 
distinguished 
and 
h av e 
their 
achievem ents b ro u g h t to th e a t­ 
ten tio n of the A m ercan people, I 
wras jealous for o u r civilian offi­ 
cials w hen I read of A dm iral Yar- 
n e ll’s 
getting 
a 
distinguished 
service m edal for his m agnificent 
wTork in China. 
H e ea rn ed it well 
— of course— and I rejoiced for 
hint. 
I only re g rette d th a t some 
of th e men not in u n ifo rm I have 
seen doing g reat w o rk u n d e r m ost 
try in g 
circum stances 
w ere 
not 
sim ilarly honored by Congress. 
Lauds Gordon and K irk 
Undoubtedly, th e re a ro trying 
conditions in o u r foreign service; 
undoubtedly 
som e 
reform s are 
needed, or will be som e day soon. 
One can n o t yet bo su re th a t th e 
com bination of th e consular and 
diplom atic services is for th e best, 
alth o u g h it seems for th e m om ent 
to be, 
It is probably tru e that 
som e 
of 
the 
p rom ising young 
m en, who are en terin g th e service 
a fte r very stiff exam inations, find 
them selves 
disappointed th a t in 
th e early years of th e ir exploy- 
m en t they are restricted too m uch 
to 
ro u tin e 
clerical 
du ties and 
therefore tend to becom e ro u tin ­ 
ized 
and 
discouraged— quite a 
few aro resigning. 
T h ere will doubtless alw ays be 
room for im provem ent, b u t I, who 
h ave seen the day w hen ou r for­ 
eign rep resen tatio n was so often 
disgraceful, feel p roud an d happy 
w hen I see m en of th e type of 
George A. Gordon, o u r m in ister to 
H olland, and A lexander K irk, our 
ch a rg e d ’affaires in B erlin, spend­ 
ing them selves so com pletely in 
th e ir jobs, and doing o u r country 
so m uch honor. 
I t is invidious 
perh ap s to single o u t th ese two 
w hen so m any o th e rs a re doing 
fully as fine w ork in th e ir sta­ 
tions. 
B ut I h ave so recently 
conte from seeing th em a t work 
th a t I cannot refra in fro m paying 
th is slight trib u te n o t m erely to 
them , but th ro u g h th em to all ou r 
em battled foreign service rep re­ 
sen tativ es of w hom they aro but 
a part.

New Berry Bids 
For Garden Spot 


W ith mild en th u siasm m em bers 
of tho 
h o rtic u ltu re 
d ep a rtm en t 
sta ff a t Michigan S tate College 
have been scanning th e popular­ 
ity an d testing the m erits of a new 
fru it called the boysenberry, in­ 
troduced in California in 1935 and 
since well d istrib u ted by n u rsery ­ 
men. 
In a p relim inary rep o rt, It. E. 
Lo tee lintel qualities discovered in 
tests a t E ast L ansing an d South 
H aven as well as observations on 
behavior in o th er sections of the 
state. 
The boysenberry is said to he a 
cross of tho loganberry, raspberry 
and blackberry. 
V igorous shoots 
extend 12 to 15 or 20 feet in a 
season on th e trailin g vines. 
No heavy com m ercial acreage is 
expected to develop in Michigan 
because the well rip en ed berry is 
ra th e r soft and does n o t stand up 
u n d er shipping conditions, 
says 
P rofessor Loree. 
B ecause of its 
productiveness an d pleasing 
tart 
flavor, however, it does stand rec­ 
om m endation for 
the 
gardener 
who seeks enough fru it for home 
use. 
Berries begin to ripen early in 
Ju ly and continue ripening two to 
th ree weeks. 
T hey are very large, 
d ark purple in color and juicy. 
Suitability for jellies an d pics and 
a good berry for freezing purposes 
are o th e r qualities. 
Plants are best set 
in 
early 
sp rin g on a fertile, well drained 
loam soil. In a hom e garden spac­ 
ing can be six feet a p a rt in a row 
and vines train ed to a trellis or 
o th e r support fo u r to five 
feet 
high the second 
season. 
Old 
canes should be cut and burned 
afte r production and new shoots

ance of keeping the canal 
open" 


said Engel, who thinks that this 
may abruptly end the scare that 
an enemy airbase might be estab- 
lished in some pro-German coun- 
try located within striking dist- 
ance of the canal. 


Engel, as a member of the War 


sub-committee of 
the - powerful 


House Appropriations''committee, 
went down to find out just how- 
necessary to the canal zone were 
the 
immense national 
defense 


expenditures recommended by the 
Military Affairs committee. 


For three and a half days and 


nights, with no time'out for the 
siestas-dear to the tropics, 
the 


vigorous Michigan man saw every 
important official and every es- 
. sential fortification. By rail, 
air- 


plane, and on foot he 
travelled 


the entire area of the zone. 


As for the third set of locks 


(227 million dollars) Engel says 
these are not necessary to-handle 
present shipping, but are justified 
for national defense in that our 
new 45,000 ton battleships can't 
go through the present, locks. If 
Japan is building this size ship, 
and we have to have something 
equal in maintaining a two-ocean 
!s7avy, then we hardly want OUT 
biggest battleships at the 
disad- 


vantage of a 13,000 mile trip 
around the Horn. 


As for the second demand that 


airport facilities be increased by 
the rebuilding of France Field on 
the Atlantic, the expanding of 
Abrook on .the Pacific, and 
the 


building of a new Rio Hato field, 
70 miles from Panama, Engel is 
in accord, with minor reserva- 
tions. 


Engel stressed the 
need 
for 


more anti-aircraft, the admitted 
weakest spot in our defense 
set- 


Tip for the zone. 


As for the big housing project, 


Engel found some clever ways to 
save money. The increased mili- 
tary forces sent to the zone makes 
imperative that they be properly 
boused. 


But Engel's most dramatic con- 


tribution—if accepted 
by 
the 


President, the Army, and Con- 
gress—is one that may result in 
the employment of some 20,000 
•white, single men. 


While all 
this construction 


work is going on, Engel 
would 


like to have some of our unem- 
ployed common labor do the job 
instead of the colored and 
for- 


eign labor who buflt the 
first 


canal. Because of the malaria-in- 
fested swamps and the heat, it 
has been thought unhealthy for 
northern labor. The answer to 
that, says blunt Engel, Is ""that it 
is already being done on a small 
scale". He talked with some of 
the men from Ohio, Michigan New 
Tork—and they like it Sanitary 
engineers have radically improved 
living conditions since early canal 
days. 


He would organize the

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Outlook Cheerful for 1940 


•QUSINESS men have a habit, at the end 
•O of each year, of taking inventory of 
their prospects for the new year as well 
as of their tangible goods on hand. Inso- 
far as it is possible, they like to know 
what to expect. 


Looking at statistics, politics and 
the 


war. all in one broad squint, business men 
arc reasonably confident that 
the year 


ahead will be a happy one. They are par- 
ticularly reassured by the general state of 
affairs at the year's end. 


According to the Alexander 
Hamilton 


Institute, i'.000,000 persons 
have 
found 


employment during the past 
year. 
Al- 


though the ranks of the unemployed were 
not reduced in the same degree because of 
the addition of new employables, the num- 
ber of jobless dropped about 1,500,000 in 
a year. In October, according to the 
in- 


stitute, there were 9,827,000 unemployed 
—a figure which agrees pretty well with 
other recent estimates. 


Similar optimism' toward 1940 is 
re- 


flected in a set of concise predictions made 
by the National Association of Credit Bleu, 
spokesman for large numbers of manufac- 
turers, bankers -and wholesalers. 
Gener- 


ally, the credit association sees enough 
favorable factors on the horizon to offset 
any unfavorable elements 
which 
1940 


may produce. It believes the campaign 
will be too shorl to have any major 
ef- 


fect on business; and it Is convinced that 
the efforts of both principal parties will 
make the possibility of participation in the 
European wars even dimmer. 


In a broad way, the credit men sweep 


the entire realm of American Institutions 
to come up with these specific forecasts: 


Agriculture: Income should increase at 


least 10 per cent—despite 
present 
sur- 


pluses. War activity may increase it even 
more. 
Generally, the farmer may expect 


a better year in 1940. 


Industry: Even the normal seasonal lull 


in January may not be as acute as usual. 
The automobile industry, in 
particular, 


will have a sprint in 1940. While there 
may be a slight drop in steel early in the 
year, it will not be serious. Railroads and 
building industries are standing up not- 
ably and may be expected to continue to 
do so. 


Labor: There will be higher payrolls 


generally. In some cases, workers will re- 
ceive pay increases; in 
others, 
payroll 


gains will be reflected in more jobs 
for 


persons currently unemployed. The credit 
men also believe new efforts to consolidate 
ihe C. I. 0. and the A. F. of L. 
will be 


made during the ensuing year—but they 
cio not think any of the efforts will 
be 


successful. 


Securities: It is expected that securities 


will generally reach a healthy condition 
because of their present lag behind earn- 
ings. Only the 1940 campaign can serious- 
ly interfere with consistent advances. 


Credit: There will be an abundance of 


credit during tbe year, with 
abnormally 


low raies. The tendency will be to make 
use of the credit possibilities and to re- 
vitalize business generally. 


AH of the predictions offer America 
a 


nice way of ending the year 19".9. For the 
most pgrt. business men are realistic; and, 
if tbe picture is dark, they will not mis- 
forecast it. They are hopeful as they enter 
r.nother decade, that the graphs will look 
better in HMO. It is a kind of confidence 
that spreads quickly.

small parcels. After all, with seedling trees 
available at minimum costs—or no cost, 
under circumstances—American landown- 
ers largely can restore their 
own wood 


lots. 


"But that trees arc clothed with a pub- 


lic interest, that they may not be ruthless- 
ly destroyed, that they are vital to tbe nat- 
ional prosperity and therefore must 
be

"Reforestation ought to be accomplish- 


ed. Beyond that, it may be that the Amer- 
ican people need some forma of paternal- 
ism by government. Left to their own de- 
vices they went abroad with axes. They 
slashed away at the forests until their in- 
itiative had produced an immense output

CHECK TREE HARVEST 


(Milwaukee .Journal) 


Now. with the 1939 Christmas tree har- 


vest disposed of, we suggest that the fed- 
eral forest service, in 
conjunction 
with 


the conservation departments of the lakes 
states, try to analyze that harvest. 


For several weeks before Christmas a 


parade of trucks moved over the roads on 
their way to the Milwaukee, Chicago and 
other markets. They carried thousands of 
young spruces and balsams. 


Foresters long have said 
that 
this 


Christmas tree harvest has no adverse ef- 
fects on the forests. Tbe woodlands easily 
can produce all the trees that the nation 
needs for Christmas purposes. 


They can—provided good forestry prac- 


tices prevail, cutting is selective, 
discre- 


tion is used, or regulation exercised. But 
foresters cannot sustain a contention that 
reckless slashing of 
spruce 
or 
balsam 


stands won't destroy them; that heedless 
entry, by Christmas tree harvesters, upon 
restricted areas where small conifers grow 
won't denude those areas. 


Those who have 
been 
watching the 


movement of Christmas trees out of tbe 
lakes states suspect that considerable dam- 
age has been done. Much of it, undoubted- 
ly has been confined to private lands and 
perhaps ;he owners have consented to it, 
for a price. 


However, if considerable stands of coni- 


fers have been wiped out. the forest agen- 
cies should know about it. If a gradual 
encroachment upon tho reappearing small 
evergreen growth of the lakes states is oc- 
curring, the people should be told of it. 


A Christmas ir.'e harvest cannot be wav- 


ed aside as insignificant when we consider 
the difficulti.'s of planting, by federal for- 
esters and others. They spend two or more 
years just to produce the seedling?; they 
plant these and many die; they watch over 
the survivors and roaivy more are destroy- 
ed by browsing animals or rodents. 


After 10 or more years a limited num- 


ber of tbe original seedlings seem to 
be 


established. Yet, after 10 years of federal 
forestry in Wisconsin no preat cipaisscs of 
thriving young evergreens are 
thrusting 


upward in the forest areas. Therefore the 
destruction of thousands of 
evergreens, 


from perhaps 4 to 20 feet in height, is not 
without effect. 


We do not contend that the Christinas 


tree harvest should be prohibited or

ed. No information as to departure time 
or from what airport was given. 


1 chocked in at the terminal and wait- 


ed. Finally we piled into a bus and were 
driven to an air field on the otitskirts of 
London. Like all British aerodromes, it is 
now in the hands of the military. Here 
passports arc checked again, as is year 
money, export permit and your baggage. 
Your police book, your national 
identity 


card, your ration book, all are taken up. 


So is your gas mask. 
Once more you take a seal and 
wait.

The route to Lisbon—take-off point for

DOES IT 
WITH MIRRORS 


Some time ago I wrote about 


Robert Alton as one of the dance 
directors whose chorus routines

He pirouettes and taps 
while 


the chorus girls watch him. When 
he has the step set, which takes 
no more than a couple of minutes 
for each figure, he orders the girls 
to imitate it. 


Al comes by his dancing honest- 


ly, for his father has been doing 
the same sort of work for 40 
years, and every now and 
then 


drops into town to watch his son 
put a chorus through its paces. 


The other night the elder White 


took gentle issue with his 
son 


over a routine for the Royal Palm 
Club Show which is going down 
to Miami nest month, and got up 
and showed the young whipper- 
snapper how the dance ought to 
be done.

Of all the bitter battles that have beeu 


fought between the U. S. Army and 
the 


U. S. Navy, none has been more vitriolic 
than the quarrel on whether 
the Navy 


should be permitted to fly over the land 
and the Army permitted to fly over the 
sea. 


This row has now entered a unique and 


most confidential development — a develop- 
ment which old-timers can scarcely believe. 
In fact, Admiral William A. Moffett, fly- 
ing naval h«ro who died in the wreck of 
the dirigible Akron, would turn over iu 
his grave if he knew what was happening. 


For today Army planes are flying 30 C 


miles out to sea to help the Navy patrol 
the Pan-American neutrality zone. And be- 
lieve it or not, the Navy has raised no ob- 
jections. 


To get the significance of this you have 


to go back to the days when the submar- 
ine first was invented, at 
which 
time 


Major General Arthur Murray, Chief of 
Artillery and proud of his outfit, demand; 
ed that the Coast Artillery "take over al'f 
submarines. 
His theory wajs 
that 
the 


Army 
was charged with protecting the 


coasts of the United States and submar- 
ines were only for coastal protection. 


Naturally the Navy kicked like a steer 


and kept its submarines. 
But the fight 


was renewed when General William Mit- 
chell. stormy petrol of the 
Air 
Corps, 


asked Congress to limit the Navy's duties 
entirely to the sea, and permit no naval 
planes to operate ashore. 


— ARMY BOMBIXG FIASCO— 


There was not the vaguest thought at 


that time that the Army might ever go to 
sea. That came about ten years later, dur- 
ing the Hoover Administration; when the 
Army arranged to show its ability to pro- 
tect the coast of the U. S. A. by bombing 
the Mount Shasta, an old h'ulk set adrift 
by the Shipping Board 75 miles off 
the 


Virginia Capes. 


But a crack army squadron, 
led bj 


Major Herbert A. Dargue, got lost- and did 
not even sight the Mount Shasta. On the 
second trip, they sighted the 
boat, but 


dropped all their bombs without a single 
hit 
On the third trip they finally scored 


one hit in the water alongside, but 
the 


Coast Guard had to come in and sink the 
defenseless vessel. 


Peals of laughter went up 
from 
the 


Navy. 
To bomb a defenseless 
freighter, 


without armor plate, without anti-aircraft 
guns, and without protecting airplanes, the 
Navy remarked, was like shooting 
crip- 


pled ducks from a boat. 


This display came during a bitter row 


over the right of the Navy to establish 
land bases, and to fly planes with regular 
landing gear rather than pontoons. The 
Navy claimed land planes were necessary 
to operate on the top of airplane carriers. 
But the Army objected so vigorously that 
Mr. Hoover submitted the question to his 
Bureau of the Budget, then to the Bureau 
of Efficiency, and finally to the Attorney 
General.
